BIRLE READERS. 
The country is full of Bibles. The world is full of Bibles. At 
least, one gets that impression from the figures of the American 
Bible Society, showing the millions of volumes distributed by it, 
not to mention the copies possessed as family heirlooms or pur­ 
chased right along by active church people or biblical students. 
The .market for Bibles is always good, as any bookseller can testify. 
And yet, how many Americans read the Bible—really read it? 
The question is suggested by the estimate of a high British 
church official, that there are in (Jreat Britain altogether, with its 
45,000,000 people, less than 2,000 who may properly be said to 
read the Scriptures. 
This British authority, it must be admitted, applies a pretty 
severe set of tests. He first rules out 40,000,000 who do not have 
the Bible read to them on Sunday, and therefore may be presumed 
not to be interested in it. Of the 6,000,000 who have it read to 
them, not more than one in ten, he says, pays any serious atten­ 
tion to it. That brings the number down to 600,000. Assuming 
that these read for themselves, he figures that only one-tenth of 
them read biblical books in the consecutive manner necessary if 
they are going to get anything out of it. That makes 60,000. By 
other tests, applied to determine "intelligent” reading, he brings 
^ie number down to a mere 1,360. 
Now, if there are only 1,350 people in the British Isles who 
read th*- Bible with enough application, interest and intelligence 
to get a goof! understanding of it, how many are there in the 
United States? Applying the same ratio to population, we should 
have a1 »out 3,000, 
Can it be true that in a nation of 100,000,000 supposedly 
Christian people, there are no more than 3,000 genuine readers 
of the book which, by the universal consent of Christendom, is 
considered the greatest of all books, whether as religion or litera­ 
ture ? 
If so, it would be an interesting, though highly unpopular, 
task to compile a list of the faithful and intelligent 3,000.

THE FARMERS’ PROTEST. 
On tile seventeenth of this month, the Ohio federation of farm 
bureaus, at a meeting in Columbus, adopted a resolution against 
the movement to shorten hours of labor. It expressed the belief 
that reducing the hours of Hie working day is "bad in precedent 
and will be harmful in results.” 
If there is any class of worker who might be expected to Ion# 
for a shorter day it is the farmer, whoso work is never done. Per­ 
haps it is because the farmer set s in his own work how quickly 
any relaxation of effort is followed by a falliriR off in production, 
that he is opposed to undue shortening of the working day. 
This action of the farm bureaus is particularly interesting in 
view of the demand of many workers not only for a shorter day, 
but for a shorter week, and also in view of> headline over a foreign 
dispatch. The latter reads: 
“Germans Working 14 Hours Daily 
in Race for Big World Trade.” 
No one in this country wishes to urge a 14-hour day. 
It has 
been proved conclusively that such a day is too fatiguing for best 
results. Whether or not in the end the eight-hour day will also 
prove to be too long, remains to tie determined. Workers in every 
branch of industry should give thoughtful attention to the fann­ 
ers’ protest.

HONORING SERVICE MEN. 
Wisconsin hits been seeking ways to honor the men who went 
into the service from that state. First, by a popular referendum 
a straight out bonus of $10 a month for each month of service 
was decided upon. 
Later the legislature supplemented that plan 
with a measure granting to every soldier, sailor, marine or nurse 
who served in the war free tuition in any educational Institution 
in lite state, and $30 a month toward support while in school, for 
four years, up to a maximum of $1080. 
Thirty dollars, of course, is not enough to pay full expenses, 
but some of the students will probably have othei resources and 
many will want to make up the balance by their own efforts. 
The state expects to raise $30,000,000 for this purpose.
